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An open letter to John Kennedy & Richard Nixon 


September, 1960 


= Both of you have underscored the importance of effective transportation to the na- 
tion’s economy at your recent conventions and in subsequent speeches. You have both 
recognized publicly that U. S. transportation today is beset with problems and 
have pledged that your administration will take fresh, bold steps toward solving these 
problems. 

Your interest in transportation is good news. And we sincerely hope that your in- 
terest will continue beyond the November elections. For transportation today is at the 
crossroads. And prompt, intelligently-conceived action on the national level is vital to 
its future as a keystone of American economic life. 

Basically, as Shipping Management-National Hi-Way Shipper sees it, there are four 
all-important steps which must be taken—and quickly—if transportation is to provide 
the nation with the best possible service at the lowest possible cost: 


1) Transportation deserves increased recognition in Washington. The only way its problems may 
be met on a continuing basis is through the establishment of a Department of Transportation, 
with a tip-top Secretary of Transportation. 


2) Cooperation between our various modes of transportation must be encouraged—even sanc- 
tioned officially—by the Federal government. Fishyback, piggyback, and birdyback have proven 
the value of peitton Sera transportation. This coordination can be hastened by a deliberate 
policy of “encouragement” on the part of your administration. 


3) Air cargo is surging forward as a mode of transportation. Its growth is being impeded, how- 
ever, by the lack of effective aircraft, designed specifically for the hauling of freight. Senator 
Mike Monroney has called on Washington to guarantee private loans made to airlines for 
the development of modern cargoplanes. We emphatically second his motion! 


4) Motor freight today is a pillar of transportation in this country. Of late, however, it has been 
harried by a Bron mg host of legislative and regulatory threats to its welfare. We submit that no 
form of transportation may flourish in an atmosphere of uncertainty. We further submit that 
motor freight’s value to industry must be recognized by your administration and that the threats 
confronting it be quashed. 


These, we believe, are the four key steps your administration can and must take 
in the area of transportation—if, as you say, you truly believe that effective transporta- 
tion is vital to the growth of the national economy and are sincerely interested in remov- 
ing the barriers to its future progress.

Discussed by the distinguished group 
were such topics as container interchange- 
ability between rail, highway, marine, and 
air carriers; the ABCs of various types of 
containers; and container handling and 
hauling components.

Other outstanding features of the facil- 
ity: a super-duper communications system; 
high speed teletype equipment, for easy 
and effective dispatch and control of high- 
way equipment ; and ultra-modern automatic 
scales, designed to ensure iegal load lim- 


Specifically developed to "jockey" the 
biggest highway trailers into position at 
motor freight terminals, a hard-working, 
power-packed vehicle is enabling Pacific 
Intermountain Express and other leading 
over-the-road carriers to move their trail- 
ers into and out of terminal areas with a 
new dispatch. 

Result? Fewer terminal area delays and 
expedited motor freight service. 

Incorporating a variety of advanced ideas 
geared to facilitate trailer handling, the 
unit reportedly can do the work of several 
conventional spotting rigs. Outstanding 
features: its special heavy-duty transmis- 
sion, endowed with a multiple dise revers- 
ing clutch and providing instant forward- 
reverse action in all four speeds, for 
effective shuttle work; a powerful torque 
converter, evolved for smooth, clutchless 
operation; full air brakes; and a trailer 
air system, devised to step up the tempo of 
coupling activities. 

Still another design feature, giving the 
component flexibility at the dock, is the 
hydraulic operation of its fifth wheel. 
This may be varied from 43" to 57" for easier 
trailer spotting and maneuvering on ramps.

Thus, 
one man—the operator himself—wmay easily 
handle all hooking up and uncoupling 
chores. 
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An ingenious magnetic central control 
board—actually, a jumbo-sized road map of 
the U.S.—is boosting operations at Nation- 
al Van Lines. Purpose of the unit: to enable 
National personnel to chart the location 
and the items comprising every inbound or 
outbound National consignment. 

Standing nine feet high and 18 feet wide, 
the board is said to be the only one of its 
kind currently being utilized by a house- 
hold mover. Magnetic discs are employed to 
indicate the location and cargo composi- 
tion of every National van on the road. 

Briefly, here's how the board is used: 
All van drivers are required to call one of 
National's seven regional offices daily, 
reporting their whereabouts. This informa- 
tion is then transmitted by teletype to the 
carrier's central dispatch office in Broad- 
view (I1l.) where the van's marker is shift- 
ed to the vehicle's new location on the huge 
map. Dises of varying colors, meanwhile, 
are utilized to denote the type of freight 
being hauled. Examples: blue for industrial 
accounts, red for government consignments, 
anc yellow for private shippers. 

Merely by glancing at the board, Nation- 
al's central dispatch personnel may deter- 
mine where every company van is at the mo- 
ment and precisely what it's carrying.

@ The day when air freight was 
used primarily as an “emergency 
shipping method” is past. Sky cargo 
has matured and come of age.

er than miles. By this yardstick, 
thanks to the sizzling speed with 
which jets are winging their way 
from point-to-point, the division’s U.- 
S. is little more than 120 minutes 
deep and 300 minutes wide! 

“Jetting” its 12 electronic product 
lines, encompassing more than 2,000 
individual items, DPD is meeting its 
distributors’ nee ster and more 
effectively than before. Using 
jet freight—bolstegeg@by a souped-up 
order processing em and the lat- 
est in automatic private wire com- 
munications equipment—the Raytheon 
unit has hacked order-to-delivery 
time from an average of one full 
week to a blistering 24-hours. In 
some instances, the division has 
shaved up to 13 days from its dis- 
tribution schedule. 

Beside these improvements in serv- 
ice, jet shipping has effected a re- 
duction of close to $2 million in the 
division’s duplicated inventories and 
has eliminated taxes on these inven- 
tories. It has also put an end to back- 
ordering and added billing costs in- 
volving back-ordering. 

And that’s not all! Jet air freight, 
jubilant Raytheon officials point out, 
has enabled the company to padlock 
three of its branch warehouses. Un- 
der the company’s blueprint for the 
future, all branch warehouses will 
eventually be closed. The division 
will then service its 700 distributors, 
no matter where they're located, 
from a single, super-duper shipping 
center in Westwood, Massachusetts. 

Outlook: still further reductions in 
distribution expenditures and a big 
boost in the efficiency of the Ray- 
theon division’s efficiency.

More 
and more tip-top air and highway 
carriers, looking to the future, are 
joining together and integrating their 
operations. 

For companies located near air- 
ports, recent sky-truck developments 
mean expedited surface-air freight 
handling, processing, and hauling. 
The impact of these developments 
on firms located at points remote from 
airports, however, is even more sig- 
nificant. Sky-truck service’s fantastic 
growth is enabling them to airlift

points. After attending to the docu- 
mentation involved, the truck line 
forwards these shipments to PAA’s 
air cargo facilities. There, the airline 
takes over. 

PAA, for its part, handles freight 
originating overseas, bearing the re- 
sponsibility for delivering it to wide- 
ly scattered points around the U. S. 

Taut, sensible, and efficient, the 
CF-PAA truck-air operation benefits 
the shipper in a variety of ways. To 
begin with, consignors—as well as car- 
go agents and freight forwarders— 
deal with a single company. Thus, 
they need only prepare one set of 
documents and receive invoices from 
a single source. 

The joint operation also provides 
shippers with door-to-door service. 
Eliminated are costly, time-consum- 
ing transfers and additional handling 
at airports and truck terminals. All 
consignments turned over to CF- 
PAA, furthermore, are handled with 
the responsibility for currency ex- 
change; import-export advice; and 
other shipping formalities assumed 
by the carrier accepting the consign- 
ments. 

One additional advantage: CF’s 
Bellwood (Ill.) information center 
and PAA’s Long Island City (N.Y.) 
Clipper Cargo Reservation and Infor- 
mation Center have been linked to- 
gether by direct communications. 
Result? Shippers may obtain vital in- 
formation promptly on rates and rout- 
ing from either unit. 

While the PAA-CF joint effort gets

ICC decisions 


A recent ICC decision holds that 
authority to haul general commodities, 
except commodities requiring special 
equipment, does not include the right 
to transport 6800-pound guided missiles. 

It also held recently that authority to 
haul raw and manufactured foodstuffs 
includes the right to transport crude 
soybean oil, since the latter commodi 
is a vegetable oil used as a foodstuff. 

It also ruled in another recent case 
that all oil, which is recovered from 
pine wood by a complicated system of 
processing, can be transported by a car- 
rier with authority to haul acids and 
chemicals.

Jet cargo-and=-passenger service, link- 
ing the world's foremost industrial and 
commercial centers, continues to climb at 
a blistering tempo. 

Forging ahead with its ambitious progran, 
United Air Lines has upped its jet hops 
along the Pacific Coast to three daily. 
Cities served: Portland; Seattle; San 
Francisco; and Los Angeles. UAL has also 
boosted its non-stop New York-Chicago 
flights to five-per-day. 

Not to be outdone, American Airlines has 
likewise beefed up its jet schedule.

Perishables of every kind are moving via 
air cargo in ever-mounting quantities. So 
says American Airlines. 

According to AA, total produce shipped 
eastward, via AA, last year represented a 
walloping increase of more than 1,500% over 
two years ago.
